that ought to convince eren j 
Dr. Lyinan Abbott hasr been • 
made by Alice Stone Hlack- j 
well in the Woman's Jour- 


nal. She simply sums up the results 
of fnll suffrage In the states in which 
it has been granted to the feminine 
sex, marshals the facts and leaves 
them without note or comment to 
speak for themselves. Women enjoy 
full suffrage in four states of the Un- 
ion—Wyoming, Colorado. Utah and 
Idaho. In Wyoming and Idaho wom- 
an suffrage has abolished the licens- 
ing of gambling houses, and hi all four 
of the states it has raised the age of 
protection for girls to eighteen. In 
Wyoming it has enacted a law that all 
men and women in the state employ 
shall receive equal pay for equal grades 
of work, and this Includes public 
school teachers. In Utah public school 
teachers having the same grade of cer- 
tificate receive by law the same rate 
of pay, irrespective of sex. Colorado 
owes much to her women, among oth- 
er measures the laws for founding » 
state industrial school for girls and a 
state home for dependent children, 
making mothers and, fathers joint 
guardians of children, enlarging wom- 
en's property rights, preserving forest 
trees and establishing the Indetermi- 
nate prison sentence, Denver has been 
particularly cleaned up because of wo- 
man suffrage. 
In the city expectora- 


tion In public places is forbidden, 
drinking fountains are in the streets, 
and smoke consuming chimneys must 
be attached to large buildings. IB all 
four of the states one result has been 
to enlarge the property Tights of wom- 
en, and Increase the pay of those earn- 
ing wages. Woman suffrage has also 
wrought powerfully in favor of In- 
creased educational facilities and of 
good moral character In candidates for 
office.

tails that they 
even postponed 
the burning un 
til the man's 
m o t h e r and 
brother

a last farewell. 
They had to 
come all the way from Memphis. After 
Clark's arrest be was confined in jail. 
At first it was decided to hang the 
man to a telegraph pole us a warning 
to other negroes. Earnest debate de- 
veloped a strong sentiment for burn- 
ing at the stake, and this M'as finally 
decided upon. 


Then a mob of 1,000 men stormed 


the little Alcorn county Jail. It didn't 
take much effort. 
Sheriff Derryberry 


arid his deputies gave up without any 
fuss. 
Iii a twinkling they had the 


trembling murderer out of his cell, 
and in a moment he was in a wagon, 
bound with ropes. 


"Burn him!" «as the yell, and hun- 


dreds of women who hart watched the 
jail breaking screamed out, "Burn 
him!" 
So Clark was thrown into a 


wagon and drawn out into the coun- 
try to a valley surrounded by hills, a 
natmul amphitheater. 


Willing hands soon built a platform 


Two steel rails were sunk into the 
ground, nnd in a trice Clark was bound 
between them by chains Meanwhile 
special trains were arming every few 
minutes, each with a crowd anxious to 
see tbe burning. 


The stake was roped in by barbed 


wire. Within a chosen number of 
guards were admitted, with certain 
selected newspaper men. A section of 
the hillside was <«et aside for women. 


TDlark went calmly to his death place. 


His nerve was wonderful. He scanned 
the crowd curiously and looked tin 
flinchingly into the face of the mur- 
dered woman's husband, who was 
weeping hysterically.

murdered woman's brother, lighted the 
f.igots. Slowly the tiny sparks mount- 
ed into flume. The doomed man eyed 
the fire's progress almost without fed 
ing.

His eyes rolled. He grappled at

This will do away 
with the fin-keel monstrosity, which 
enabled a small-bodied boat to carry 
a tremendous area of sail by the use 
of a great mass of lead placed many 
feet below the bottom of the boat, and 
made a racing sloop draw about aa 
much water as a battleship. It IB bo- 
Meved the new rules will result in the 
building hereafter of yachts that will 
not only be fit for racing, but will be 
good for something else besides be- 
ing tied up at a wharf or broken to 
pieces and sent to the scrap heap af- 
ter the racing is over—yachts that 
will be real yachts and not merely 
racing machines. The new rules will 
not apply to the challenger or the do- 
fender in the America's cup raret, of 
1903.

From Death on Scaffold 


"Although I never saw but one hang- 


ing, I witnessed a sight that even pro- 
fessional hangmen have not seen," said 
A. A. Albrechton of Columbus, Miss., 
not long ago. ''It was at my home. A 
young Mississippian named Purdy had 
been convicted of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to hang. Tbe 
evidence was wholly circumstantial, 
aud before he was accused of that 
crime tbe young man had borne an ex- 
cellent reputation. lie was also con- 
nected by marriage with some of the 
best people in the state. 


"Nevertheless he was sentenced to 


hang, and the governor would not re- 
prieve him. There were two factions 
in the community, one believing him 
guilty and tbe other considering him 
innocent 
The latter talked of rescue, 


but it was all talk. 


"The scaffold was not inclosed, and 


when youug Purdy ascended the gal- 
lows ho walked erect and fearless. He 
denied his guilt and all who saw him 
were compelled to admit his bearing 
was that of an innocent man. Tbe 
black cap was pulled over his face, the 
sheriff pulled a, lever, and the next we 
saw was a tuan getting up from the 
ground, snatching the black cap from 
his head and declaring dramatically, 
'God has proved my innocence!' 


"The rope had broken. That was 


enough. Former enemies turned into 
adherents, nnd before the sbcriff could 
again take his prisoner to tbe gallows 
and get another rope he was in the 
center of a crowd of thousands of peo-

to the same crime himself. Dr. Murri, 
father of the countess, is one of tbe 
professors in the University of Rome, 
and he has charged his son, Tuillo 
Murri, with the killing of tbe count- 
ess' husband. Tbe police, ou the oth- 
er hand, deny the possibility of Murri 
being tbe criminal, insisting that Mur- 
ri's confession is for the purpose only 
of shielding others. 


This belongs to the old type of the 


Italian murder, the murder that bas 
had so much to do with the making 
of history in the stormy centuries that 
preceded a free and united Italy, ac- 
complished in 1870. 
Brigandage, tbe 


Comorra aud the Mafia bave been the 
teachers of the use of the knife aud 
the stiletto, and everywhere Italian 
citizens of the lower orders stand 
charged before the uations as protect- 
ing the brigands and from the brig- 
ands extending succor aud support to 
the lawless elements of all classes 
simply because of a fear and a preju- 
dice against the operation of the law. 


But beyond these conditions that ex- 


isted in the middle of the nineteenth 
century Venice as one of the independ- 
ent provinces had a school of poisoners 
in the fourteenth century which is said 
to have operated for the state without 
a suggestion of a conscience. The ap- 
pointment of the famous and infamous 
"council of ten" was made in 1311, ant 
this council dealt in the lives of kings, 
princes, popes and the powerful ones 
of state as if the victims of the secret 
councils of the triliir.ial were to be re- 
moved from life like pawns from a 
chessboard. 


As a reminder of the work of this 


body, which was in existence from 
1311 to 1797,, an old document is stil 
extant, in which John of Raguba pre- 
pared a selection of poisons and at 
tachod to it a scale of fees for the dis 
position of personages who might be 
persona non grata to the state. These 
fees varied according to the promi 
neuce of the person to bo made away 
with and to the distance necessary for 
the executioner to go in carrying ou 
the findings of death. 


For the poisoning of the Duke of Mi 


Ian the charge was GO ducats, for kill 
ing the pope he exacted a fee of 100 
ducats, for the king of Spain 130 due 
ats, and for the "great sultan" his 
price was 500 ducats. 


This council of ten was an institu 


tion of the province of Venice until the 
republic became extinct in 1797. It 
inliuences have been charged as stil 
reflected In the present criminology o 
Italy. 


Sicily, one of tho southern province 


of the country, has made much of th 
troubles that mark brigandage and its 
horrors. As late as 1SS9 Crispl took a 
stand against It. lie sought security 
by appointing 000 carbineers mado 
up wholly of Sicilians to act in the 
seven provinces of the island, but on 
this move Crispl was defeated and wns 
succeed^ 1 by tho RudlniOSileoteri min- 
istry. This ministry tried to carry out 
the Crispl design nnd also wns defeat- 
ed. The Glolottl cabinet that followed 
tho last one dropped the whole subject. 
Then in Palermo, Catania nnd Mossina 
the brigands took advantage of the 
conditions that had boon left untouched 
and terrified the whole country with 
thoir lawless seizures and their de- 
main!-! for rnnsom. 


One of tho famous members of tbe 


Sicilian banditti \vns Loouo of Infa- 
mous memory. Oporntlng In tho bold- 
est mnliner In tho year 1S70, he showed 
of what Kidney \\as his kind In several 
of tho most bloodtiiirwtv and revenge- 
ful of raids. In that year Ids bloody 
nature was best shown In tho murder 
of Prtoll, n merchant of TormlnJ. !'«<)!! 
had offondod tho power* l-i tho cnmp 
of tho outlaw, probably through lutotu- 
prriit* fipoooh pgainst the banditti, and 


one night, with little show of mercy, 
Leone swooped down on the town and 
took tbe merchant captive. 


The victim was taken Jato thj> ini-"_ 


passable interior o* the island and wai 
killed iu cold blood. Frieudy, presum- 
ing that ne bad been taken* with the 
purpose of exacting the usual ransom, 
sent messengers to the bandit offering 
80,000 lire for bis release, but impress- 
log it upon tbe two messengers not to 
give up the money 'antil the prisoner 
was delivered into their bauds. 


Leone bad insisted upon the payment 


of tbe money, but as tlie messengers 
held out • stubbornly Leone followed 
them as tuey left the place, riddled 
their bodies with shot and took tbe 
ransom money from their dead bodies. 


This teas an action that a bandit could 


not always stand for, aud De Pas- 
quale, one of Leone's followers, decid- 
ed to take revenge upon the leader for 
his bad faith. Leone learned of the de- 
cision and in the night killed De Pas- 
quale and the next day rode into the 
town of Alta, having a population of 
5.000, and there boldly stuck the head 
of fcis dead follower upon a cross at 
the roadside. 


And all of this time, too, the govern- 


ment had a promised reward outstand- 
ing for the capture of Leone, dead or 
alive. In that same year this same 
terror of Sicily captured an English- 
man named Rose, connected with a 
Sicilian bouse. The story, as told In 
the English papers at the time, fol- 
lows: 


"Mr. Rose and his brother, with two 


servants, alighted at the railway sta- 
tion of LerertJa. 
There Mr. Rose 


mounted a horse, accompanied by one 
of his servants. His brother followed 
In a carriage with the other servant 
Other carriages immediately appeared 
behind them, filled with apparently 
friendly people. But suddenly at the 
turn of the road the celebrated brig- 
and, Leone, appeared, accompanied by 
three confederates, though for three 
years this murderous ruffian had been 
sought, with a price of $5,000 on his 
head. Rose was forced to dismount, 
was placed on a stronger mount, and 
the party headed for Monte Maggiore. 


"Looking back, Mr. Rose saw hia 


brother's carriage and those behind 
still following, and, jumping 'from 'the 
back of the mule, he ran back, calling 
upon the party to stand and make a 
fight 


"Leone charged back after the Eng- 


lishman, daring any one to lift a fin- 
ger. Rose was replaced on the mule, 
and the party continued to ride for 
sixteen hours, pursued by the carbi- 
neers, who had lost four hours in 
starting. 
Rose's offer of 50,000 lire 


for ransoi»iwas rejected, and at the 
end of a long ride he was taken into 
a cave, where for seven days he was 
well fed. 


"Then for many nights the brigands 


kept on the move over unknown roads, 
resting through the day in the wooda 
and making observations 
of their 


neighborhood. Finally on receipt of a 
ransom of $20,000 Rose was set at 
liberty near the Sciorra railway sta- 
tion, the brigands giving him a cap, 
mantle and a third class railway 
ticket" 


Only a few years ago, when brig- 


andage had passed to the lower or- 
ders, 
almost without question the 


province of Caltanisetta suffered se- 
verely. 
One'of the most unprovoked 


of crimes was that through which the 
Cavalier Francesco Billoti was finally 
murdered.

The peas- 
ant suddenly was awakened in the 
night by a blow on the head, and a 
moment later his master was struck 
heavily with a musket.
